The Teamsters. 

It wasrumoredinthe north part o! the city 
this morning that there would be a strike of 
teamsters and that a rousing meeting would be 
held at Vorwaerts Hall this eveniug. Are- 
porter of this paper soon ascertaincd that 
the repoit was true, and that the strike would 
not be confined to any particular branch ot 
trade, but would be a general one. A number 
of teamsters claim their wages are so low that 
they can barely support their families, and de- 
mand an increase of fifty cents per day. The 
reporter met two or threo Owning property in 
the city, who declare that in order to make @ 
decent living they have been compelled to rent 
their homes and move in unhealthy 
localities, where rent 18 cheap, 
and apply the difference 
keeping the wolf from the door. 


Knapp, Stout & Co., corner of Bremen uvenue 
and the Levee, 
classes of teamsters; the one is enraged the 
articles manufactured therefrom. The other 
set haul green timber, principally logs from 
raits, ete., and are employed about nine 
months in the year. They receive for this la- 
bor, each one Owning his team, 
the compensation of three dollars 
per day, and as they do not obtain steady em- 
ployment, demand the increase of flity cents. 

The planing mill of Schulenburg & Boecke- 
ler, corner of Tenth and Mullanphy, have in- 
terests idertical with those ot Knapp, Stout & 
Co., and pay the same wages totheir men. As 
soon as the teamstcrs of the lat er mil quit 
work, Tuesday last, those owning teams 
at Schulenburg & Bocckeler’s began discussing 
the matter, and decided to strike also. On yes- 
terday the originators of the strike marched in a 
body to the latter place and demanded that all 
persons engaged in this particuliar branch of 
bauling should immediately stable their teams 
and let them remain there until Knapp, Stout 
& Co. had agreed to turnish the half dollar in- 
crease. 

They threatened violence if their orders were 
not promptly obeyed, declaring they would 
take the teams and prevent with force any tar- 
ther hanling being done. The proprietors ot 
the mill realized the situation in a moment, 
and, to avert any trouble, asked their mento 

as there was not much 

present, and would not 

probably two weeks 

The proprietors of this institution 

express a willingness to pay the increase, and 

say that their disposition of the matter will, 

in a measure, be guided bythe action of 
Knapp, Stout & Co. 

Several drivers of coal wagons on the eorner 
of Broadway and Mullanphy street were con- 
versing about the strike, and in con- 
versation with the 1eporter stated 
that many of their number would 
join the strikers at Vorwaerts Hall to-night and 
induce others to do likewise. 

The mceting to night is looked upon asa 
feeler, but will not last long, for what thev de- 
sire will soon be accomplished, and in order 
that the strike may become general, teamsters 
not connected with the lumber trades ere of 
the opinion they must enter into it at once 
while the excitement is at its boiling point.

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PUBLIC OPINION. 
Divided Druggists.’’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispach: 

I have read with interest an article 
in your issue of the 12th inst. under the 
above caption. giving an interview with a 
leading pharmaceutist;’’ and since L. P. 
seems to labor under some misapprehension 
respecting the nature of the amendments to 
the drug law, passed by the last Legislature, 
I have thought it proper to take some notice 
of his objections to them and the law in gen- 
eral. 

In the first place, allow me to thank you for 
the eminently appropriate remarks with which 
you have prefaced the interview: they render 
umnecessary all discussion except on the mer- 
its of the law itself. Iam surprised to learn 
that poth the original act and the amend- 
ments are extremely distasteful to a number 
of St. Louispharmaceutists.’’ In this matter 
there should be no ‘‘division’’ simply be- 
cause the College of Pharmacy has taken the 
initiative; the line should be drawn only where 
the Jaw draws it, between competency 
and incompetency, and L. P. will 
be justas much benefited by its proper en- 
forcement as any member of the college. 

There is in the city no organization of the 
retail druggists except this college, and it 
numbers on its roll of members about one 
hundred; not an insignificant body of men, 
and inno way meriting the doubtful epithet 
of ‘‘clique.’’ 


The door is open to L. P. and all other 


druggists in good standing, for no reform, 
such as this law aims at, can be effected ex- 
cept through organized effort. 

No new registration is contemplated or re- 
garded as possible under the law or the 
amendments; the latter simply provide for the 
proper enforcement of the old law, and there 
are few, if any, druggists in the city wo are 
entitled to registration simply because they 
are proprietors of stores. 

The fee for registration is one dollar; for 
examination and registration, five dollars; an 
obviously proper discrimination.“ 

In some other States, where 
laws exist, the revenue derived there- 
from is employed to defray the 
expenses of the Board of Pharmacy; here the 
members of the Board (except the secretary) 
give their services and the surplus is passed 
into the funds of that organization, which has 
done the work necessary to aceomplish any 
legislation. and at the same time the education 
demanded of a certain class of citizens’’ is 
provided for them by the State. Which of 
the two plans does L. P. prefer?’’ 

The revenue thus directly derived will not 
be large, but if through the general demand 
for more competent druggists our apprentices 
find it to their interest to join the classes at 
the College of Pharmacy, L. P. should not 
ee.

SOUTHERN POLITICS. 


Possibilities of a New Party—Disintegration 
of the Old Organizations—Ripe for a Rev- 
olution. 


[From the New Orleans Picayune. ]} 

The future ot parties in the South belongs to 
the field ot surmise and conjecture mainly. The 
successful party for the present in each and 
all ot the Southern States is the party ot white 
oppenents to Radicalism. That party being 
composed of all elements of old parties, with- 
out distinction as to tenets holden betore 1860, 
and comprising nineteen-twentieths) of al) 
Southern white voters, can only be described 
as the anti-Radical party. It is 
neither Democratie nor American, nor 


Whig, nor Conservative nor Reform, so far as 
these designations signify anything peculiar or 
distinctive. It is the opponent of the lately 
dominant party; its successes were against the 
leaders of that party ; its vital issue was against 
the abuses and usurpations of that party, and 
its chief bond of sympathy with the Democrats 
of the North is that they are anti-Radical. 
Radical power, Radical persecution, Radical 
usurpation, Radical villainy were the object 
points against which all Southern campaigns 
‘have been waged forten years. That power 
has been uprooted, that persecution has 
ceased, that usurpation has been overturned, 
that villainy has been driven to other flelds 
of pillage, and to-day, throughout the 
broad area of the South, there 
is left no formidable relic of the tyranny that 
came so near to working ou: utter subjection 
andruin. Thereis no Southern State now un- 
der the so-called Republican rule, and from 
the Chesapeake to the Rio Graade, from the 
Florida Capes to Fort Leavenworth, there are 
but few villages, towns, cities or counties 
which acknowledge the political ascendancy of 
the party who elected Grant, and who tried to 
elect Hayes. All parties joined their forces 
against the hostile intruder; but now that he is 
expeiled, what will his rejoicing and victorious 
adversaries do? If, where colored voters are 
numerous, they continue to act under radical 
leaders, and to vote for Radical candidates en 
masse, white yoters will continuo 
a solid opposition. But Radical colored 
voters are not inclined to persevere in a fight 
from which they can expect no practical bene- 
Ut, because they can nowhere expect to suc- 
ceed. It is natural for the vanquished to nuke 
pacific terms with the victors, and the colored 
Radicais of the South who find that they are 
defeated at the ballot box cannot be bribed by 
either local or Northern office hunters to re- 
new a hopeless controversy. With southern 
negro voters there is nothing to be gained by 
following the lead of Northern politicians, but 
home interests require their attention, and 
in home interests they will combine with other 
negro voters or with white voters 
as either course may seem best 
to them. With white voters 
heretofore operating together there will be a 
diminished motive for co-operation unda re- 
vived tendency to divide on issues that muy 
hereafter arise. So that while the total political 
influence, force and representation ot the South 
in national affairs will go against the Republi- 
can party and its successor (whatever the new 
anti-Democratic party ofthe North may happen 
to be called when it succeeds the moribund 
party now fast verging on dissolution), the 
Southern people will in due time range them- 
selves under new banners, denoting new local 
issues, and be known by other distinctive titles 
than those which are now familinur to our ears. 

Some believe that there is a very distinct call 
forthe inauguration of a new party, to be 
called the party ot reform, whose aim should 
be to correct all abuses in legislation, to ex- 
clude incompetency und bad character trom 
public stations, to reduce the expenditures of 
State and municipal government to lowest 
rates, to alleviate the loud which taxpayers 
are obliged to bear and to manage the 
business of the public and all politi- 
cal corporations u ccording to the 
same shrewa maxims and upon the 
saine close calculations as these which domi- 
nate in private affairs. But if aretorm party 
springs up adherents of pre-existing parties will 
out-Herod Herod in their clamors for retrench- 
ment and their promises ofeconomy. Call the 
new purty by any name they may choose, men- 
bers will join it tor ambitious purposes, and its 
leaders will at length be tound soliciting the 
support ot negroes as well as all those who pro- 
claim their independence ot all organizations. 

While the existing anti- Radical organization 
of the South refrains from abusing the power 
which has fallen to it by the demise ot the 
Southern Madical party, while the Southern 
Democrats persevere in honest dealing and 
render a Satisfactory account of their tenure of 
authority, there seems to be but little encour- 
agement tor a new array and new 
issue. But whenever abuse shall give rise to a 
new partyin the South under the leadership 
of men of Kuown capuacitity and high reputa— 
tion, its growth will be rapid and its strength 
iormidable. 
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DESPERATE PRIZE FIGHT. 

James Feely, Alms Baldy Jim,“ of Wil- 
liamsburg, N. Y., and Frank JicGee, of 
Boston, for 3300—A Severe Battle—*‘ Baldy 
Jim’’ the Winner.

0STON, Mass., August 11.—A prize fight 
that was sbort and decisive, but which resulted 
in severe punishment to the principals en- 
gaged, occurred between James Feely, alias 
‘*Baldy Jim,’’ of Williamsburg, N. Y., and 
Frank McGee, a shoulder hitter of the North 
End, this city, at Milton, a few miles from 
here, this evening. The battle was for $150 

a side, and was fought at a spot known as the 

Scotch Woods, which skirt the old turnpike to 

Dedbam. Feely is 5 feet 10 inches in height, 

weighed 145 pounds, and was quite slender 

compared with his adversary, but was, never- 
theless, knott yand muscular. McGeeis 5 feet 

7 inches in height, weighed 142 pounds, and 

seemed in fine trim. About fifty persons wit- 

nessedthe mill, and the referee was Charlie 

Tierney, of this city. 

THE FIGHT. 

The ring was in the orthodox style, andthe 
men were provided with canvas carpeting to 
fight on, owing tothesoftness of the ground. 
Both men appeared strippedto the waist, and 
began work in good earnest. Feely struck Mc- 
Gee straight from the shoulder with his. left, 
opening a bad gash on the latter’s right cheek. 
McGee rallied, and, after dropping his left on 
Feeiy’s right eye, tollowed it up with a savage 
right cross-counter tbat felled the Yorker 
squarely on his bauek. On coming to time inthe 
second round the men had hardilv put up their 
bands when Feely was caught square on the 
ear by McGee’s rignt and he went down in a 
beap. In the third, fourth and fittn rounds 
Feely was more careful and did some terrible 
hitting. He played all over Mac’s countenance, 
which soon became distorted. These rounds 
ended by both clinching and falling in a heap. 
The sixth was aterrible round. Feely played 
terribly on Mac's body, as if to knock the wind 
out of him, receiving in turn savage upper- 
cuisonthe jaw. They foughtone another al- 
ternately all over the ring. Both seemed to 
forget all science, and showered blows on each 
other’s head hard and@ndiscriminately. 

FEELY’S NOSE BROKEN. 

McGee suddenly seemed to brighten ata time 
when his right eye was nearly closed and, with 
a terrific right-hander, struck Feely on the 
nose with such force as to cause the latter to 
drop like a leaf. The blood spurted from the 
injured organin copious streams and, upon 
an examination by a physician, it was 
found to have been broken by the blow. 
Feely's friends then desired to stop the fight, 
but Feely insisted on going on. He 
gamely taced the scratchin the seventh round, 
which consisted chiefly in wrestling, both go- 
ing down, with McGee on topa_In the eighth 
round McGee had the best ot the Bguting, con- 
fining himself to one, two, three order on 
Feely’s mouth, while the latter pounded away 
on his adversary’s injured oye and body. The 
round ended by both clinching and falling to- 
gether. In the ninth round Fecly, on toeing 
the scratch, received a staggering shot on the 
forehead trom Mac’s right that sent him clean 
off his pins. 

M’GEE’S COLLAR BONE BROKEN, 

The tenth round was the last, and was cut 
exceedingly sweet and short by the Yorker 
catching Mac heavily witb his right under the 
left ear. McGee was completely lifted off his 
feet, and struck on his right shoulder an‘ 


Ile immediately compiained 
severé suffering, and an in- 
vestigation showed that he bad his 
rignt collar bone broken by the fall. His sec- 
onds then threwupthe sponge, and the fight 
and stakes were awarded to Feely. Both man 
presented a most broken-up appearance after 
the fray, and left the fighting grounds in enarge 
ot their respective friends. The fight, on the 
wigle, may be said to have been more on 
rough um tumble principles than in strict ac- 
cordance with the rules of the prize ring.

The Business of Last Year 
, $3,000,000. 


Over 
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How Hides are Handled and Where 
they are Sold. 
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A Good Opportunity for the Establishment 
of Tanneries in St. Louis, 


St. Louis takes high rank asa hide market, 
there being more dry hides shipped from here 
than any city inthe United States. This is a 
very important fact, since there are few pro- 
ducts of this country that enter so largely 
into its commerce and wealth as leather. git 
makes purt of the clothing demanded by man- 
kind, and comes next to tood as a necessity. 
It is not only extensively 
made into boots and shoes, 
but is devoted to a thousand 
other uses. It makes saddles, harness and 
belting, Which form some of the principal 
articles of commerce. The hide and leather 
trade of the United States an.ounts to as much 
or moro than the cotton trade. The business 
of St. Louis in hides alone amounts to $3,000,- 
000 per annum. Thus it ranks along with the 
saddlery trade, the lumber trade, the iroa 
trade and many other leading industries 
which are much more talked and 
written about. And here again 
comes inthe advantage St. Louts has in loca- 
tion. There is not only a large product ot hides 
from cattle slaughtered here, as there would 
necessarily be from the regular consumption 
of beef by acity of half a million inhabitants, 
but the receipts are immense from extensive 
cattle. growing regions, for which 

ST. LOUIS IS THE NATURAL MARKET. 

The establishment here of large slaughter- 
ing establishments like that of the Beef 
Canning Company will increase the 
product of the city and make the business here 
still greater. There are about 2,000 hides a 
week vielded by the regular butcbers of St. 
Louis, taking the average of the year. This 
amounts to 8,000 a month and to nearly 100, 
000 a year. The St. Louis Beef Canning Com- 
pany is now slaughtering 500 head ot cattle a 
day or 3,000 head per week; sothat the pro- 
duct from that source is about 1,000 a week 
more than from the city butchers. The product 
of all combined, provided the Canning Com- 
pany keeps atits present rate, will another 
year amount to over 225,000 hides. This from 
the city alone. The receipts from tributary 
points will, of course, continue, the main in- 
crease, however ,coming trom the great slaugh- 
tering establishment of the Beet Canning Com- 
pany. The receipts of the city from outside 
sources come mainly from Illinois, Mis- 
souri, the Indian Territory, Texas, 
Mexico, New Mexico, Colorado, 
and Arizona. All these States and countries 
are heavy producers ot cattle, and as a conse- 
quence, heavy producers of hides. There was 
once a time when a vast amount 
of buffalo or bison hides came to this 
market from the piains, but so much in- 
discrintinate slaughter by the Indians as well 
as the whites forthe hides alone has well nigh 
exterminated the animais that once 
covered the land from Omaha to Denver 
and from UJBritish America to Texas as 
the leaves cover the trees of a forest. Some 
years ago Kansas City alone,in a single season, 
handled 200,000 bison hides, and there were 
shipped by a dealer here one tall, to a single 
tannery in the East,30,000 of them. Thev were 
mainly made into leather, though many were 
used for roves. The leather, however, they 
produced was of an inferior quality. 

There are two ways of preparing hides for 
the market—the one by drying, the other 
by salting. The latter method 
is preferable, but sometimes it is impractica- 
ble, as nearly all the hides that come from 
Texas, Colorado, the Indian Territery, or oth- 
er regions of the South or West, are 

CURED BY DRYING. 
In these countries, after the skinis taken from 
the body of the animal, it is spread out on the 
grass or hung up on peles and kept until it is 
thoroughly dry, after which it is ready for 


shipment. They generaliy come here in 
heavy bales, though they are often in the 
loose condition, and as such are 
very cumbersome to handle. The hides re- 
ceived from the slaughter-houses in the city 
and many points in the surrounding country 
are cured by salting. It takes trom ten days to 
two weeks for the curing process to perfect it- 
self; hence the hides are marketable very soon 
after they are taken trom the beeves. There Is 
a vast difference between the weight of a green 
selted hide and one cured by drying. The 
latter kind weigh allthe way from 45 to 80 
pounds, while the former range from 20 to 28 
pounds. The average weiglit of a green salted 
hide is about 65 pounds. There is also a dif- 
ference inthe leather produced, that from the 
green salted being the best, so far as American 
hides are concerned. But the best hides in the 
world that find their way into the American 
market come from South America. Tie 
extensive pampas of that country are covered 
with cattle, and there is something in the cli- 
mate that makes the leather from their hides 
superior to any ether. The following quota- 
tions from the New York market of August 9 
will show how the prices of the different varie- 
tics range:

The immensity of the trade in South American 
nides may be seen from the receipts at New 
York for the month of July. Out 
of the total receipts amounting to 150,000, 
there were 25,000 from Buenos Ayres and 56,- 
000 from Montevideo, making over half the 
whole lot. 

The above quotations will show the differ- 
ence in the price — pene of dry and green 
salted hides. A good dry hide is worth say 
20 cents a pound and agood wet one 10 cents 
a pound in New York market. The first will 
weigh, say, 25 pounds, making it bring $4 50, 
while the wet one will weigh 70 pounds and

It is estimated that 100 pounds ot dry hides fit 

for sole leather will make 260 to 165 pounds 

of leather; while 100 pounds of green salted 

hides will make only from 60 to 70 

pounds ot leather.

Between the green salted hides and the leath - 
er they produce there is a difference of about 
ten cents a pound, this being the margin upon 
which the tanner makes his profit, but the dif- 
ference between dry hides and leather is slight 
and the tanner must make bis profitin the in 
crepse of weight from the raw material to the 
mitufactured article. 

Most of the hides of this market go to the tan- 
neries in the East. Most of them are located 
in New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
Vermont, Conneciicut and Maryland. Itis 


A REMARKABLE FACT 
that the tanning business has been very limited 
in St. Louis. There is no good reason for this, 
for there is every requisite here. The principal 
factor that enters into the manufacture ef 
leather is bark. Two varieties are used—hem- 


lock and oak. The latter is considered the 
dest and can be obtained here in any 
quantity and at lower rates than 
in the East. There is 4 
prospect that a greater interest will be taken in 
the manufacture ot leather here than in the 
past. 
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solid and prosperous business men here. 
Formerly it was the custom for them to buy 
directly from the butchers and thea sell to the 
tanners, but now nearly all the business 
between the hide dealers and the tanners is 
conducted by brokers. 
THE BROKERAGE 

plan was oganized in 1864 by Mr. B. H. Newell, 
who is one of the largest buyers at this market. 
By the brekerage plan thg tanner is saved the 
expense of coming here, while it is equally 
convenient and satisfactory to the 
city dealer. The brokers act as agents for 
the tanneries, and, being here at all times, 
make purchases to the best advantage. while 
they also save much trouble to the dealers, 
since the transactions are direct and quickly 
accomplished.

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Escaping from the Enraged Sprague at 
the End of a Shotgun. 


A Husband’s Temper and a Wife’s Determina- 
tion to Have Her Own Way. 


[From the Providence Journal. ] 
We have received the following statement 
Professor George Linck, which, although 
somewhat more diffuse than necessary to an 
understanding of the prescnt affair, is never- 
theless interesting as showing that the appear- 
ance of this gentleman alone was the occasion 
of the extraordinary outbreak of temper on the 
part of the ex-Senator. 
PROFESSOR LINCK’S STATEMENT: 

I was introduced to Mrs. Governor Sprague 
in December, 1878, through Miss Young's 
school agency, at New York, with a view to an 
engagement as private tutorto herson Willie, 
then at Washington. I had a first interview 
with Mrs. Sprague at the Westminster Hotel, 
New York. Owing to difficulties in disengag- 
ing myself from my private practice, our cor- 
respondence did not lead to an engagement. 
I did not hear again trom Mrs. S. till the 15th 


June, when I received a letter from her, dated 
the 14th June, asking meif my plans had been 
formed for the summer months. Oniry reply 
that I could easily disengage wyseit and would 
be pleased to accept un engagement, I received 
the following answer: 

EDGEWOOD, June 20. 

My DEAR Srr—I find your pleasant letter here 
on my return from an absence of several days, 
and write at once to say thatif you feel you 
can accept a salary of fifty dollars a month for 
three months, beginning with the first of July, 
that I will be much pleased to make such an 
engagement with you. The studies during the 
summer tor both the boy and my little daugh- 
ter will not bearduous. It is more compan- 
ionship, oral teaching and example and music 
that I court for them during the ordinary time 
for vacation, and asan experiment for possible 
future home teaching. But in any event such 
an arrangement would fil! pleasantly and nos 
upprofitablv your summer months, and would, 
1 bave fullfaith, ve agreeable and serviceable 
to all concerned. 1 write in haste and will 
await your reply before entering more fully 
into detail. Indeed, if you have confidence in 
u.e the detail will more properly develop itself 
aswe goon. Yours very respectfally,

I accepted and received the following: 

EDGEWOOD, June 25. 

My PEAR Str—I was highly gratified to re- 
ceive your letter of acceptunce, and Willie, 
tuo, seems much pleased at the pleasant an 
ticipation of such an agreeable companion- 
ship. Willie returned yesterday from school. 
He seems weary and looks thin, andl shall do 
alllcanto have bim rest this week, to be 
fresh on Monday. when I propose totake him 
to New York and from thence on Tuesday or 
Wednesday to Narragansett. If vou will 
therefore hold yourself in readiness from the 
Ist of July and will call upon me at the West- 
minster Hotel on Tuesday morning abont 10 
o’clock, we cen develop together further our 
programme. Very respecttully yours, 

Mrs. WILLIAM SPRAGUE. 

I called at the Westminster Hotel onthe Ist 
of July. and saluted Mrs. S. and Willie. Here 
it was that Governor Spregue’s name was first 
mentioned in connection with my engayge- 
ment. Till then knew nothing of Governor 
S., and bad been of opinion that Mrs. 8. 
was inderendent of him. Mrs. 
S. told me the Governor bad to meet her as she 
expected for an interview appointed tor the 
evening ot the 30th of June, butthatshe ex- 
pected him this day to arrange matters with 
him, and that there was no occasion for myseitf 
and Willie to await thisinterview, but that we 
had better start for Narragansett Pier this very 
evening,and that she and the rest of the tamily 
would join usin a weea’s time. I started with 
Willie at5o’clock to the Stonington boat for 
Narragansett Pier. under the impression that 
we were going to Mrs. Sprague’s summer resi- 
dence. We arrived at Canonchet at 8 o'clock 
a.m. onthe 2dof July, to the great surprise 
of Mrs. McCue, the housekeeper, who was not 
apprised of our coming, but tor whom I bore a 
letter from Mrs. Sprague. We were made wel- 
come, and made ourselves co:ntortable in 
the quurters assigned to us. What with 
looking over the house and grounds, 
tetching lugguge from the station and unpack- 
ing trunks, the first day passed comfortably 
enough. Towards evening Willie tnformed ine 
that his papa had arrived from New York. I 
begged him to introduce me tohim. He re- 
torted, papa and he did not stand on ceremo- 
nies! Soon after I netthem both in the hall, 
and tor the first time behe!d Governor Sprague, 
whose appearance altogether did not impress 
me favorably. 1 stepped up to him, saluted 
politely, and asked if I had the pleasure of 
speaking to Governor Sprague. He said that 
was so, and Mrs. Sprague hadtold him that I 
was here. That wasali he had to say to me, 
and never took any further notice of me, but, 
taking Willie along with him, disappeared in 
the corridor, and, as I ultimately learned, left 
eoon after for Providence. I wus taken aback 
by the Governor’s manner and conduct to- 
wards me. and as Willie, later in the evening, 
showed unmistakable signs of a refractory 
spirit, I began to teel some apprehension that 
all was not right. The bed, however, being 
good and stillness of death reigning all over 
und about the quasi-desertedjmansion,I passed 
the first night under the root of Canonchet in 
pleasant dreams of happy days to come. On 
the morning of the 3d of July 
through a kind of examination, in order to 
sound the depths of his mental acquirements. 
Willie proved a good boy, atrentive and willing 
to study. We walked, talked, batbed, fished 
and Lad our meals together comfortably, as it 
should be, and m hopes began to revive. 
Suddenly, towards evening, I descried the 
Gov: rnor ata distance, Willie by his side, 
ecaling the garden wall and disappearing in 
te twilight! What was this’ 1 never 
saw the Governor again that cvening; 
I had the tea-table all to myself. 1 
chatted with Morris, the overseer, till Willie 
joined us, and We retired in good time, Willie 
telling me bis papa was in his library @nd that 
he would take him to Newport on the morrow. 
The morning ot the Fourth of July found us 
united at the breakfast table, the Governor in- 
cluded, to my great gratification. The Gov- 
ernor at the head of the table was not the same 
man. He kindly helped me to all the table af- 
forded, and, though taciturn at first, conde- 
scended to enter into a pleasant conversation 
on general topics, in the course of which I 
could not help noticing, however, that his 
ideas seemed somewhat mixed up and mud- 
died, asif he were speaking ot one thiag and 
thinking of another. A vacant stare in the 
sugur-bovl for several minutes seemed to sur- 
—— even Willie, whom 1 noticed looking at 
iis papa in wonder. The subject of Wallie’s go- 
ing to Newport not being brought on the tapis 
by the Governor, and feeling somewhat anxious 
about his going without me, and also doubdt- 
ful as te the propriety ot his father taking him 
witbout a word to me, his tutor, I introduced 
the subject by saying: Well, Governor, vou 
intend taking our boy to Newport and leaving 
me here allalone?’’ He vill have more fun 
there and he will be back by the last boat to- 
night,’’ was his reply. Willte joining in sug- 
gested the idea of my coming along, to which I 
rejoived I bad received no invitation. The Gov- 
ernor never spoke another word. Breakfast 
over, I repaired to my room, noticing as I went 
two bundles of clothes under a seat inthe hall. 
Coming down again after ten minutes or more 
father and son were gone,so were the bundles. 
The next hous I spent in 
letter-writing. o’ciock a female 
help from the handed me a 
note which the Governor, she said, had left for 
me with Mrs. McCue. It was to che effect that 
he had some thoughts of taking Willie further. 
In that event, should he not return, I was to 
consult with Morris and engage a roomata 
hotel. So there I was, a tutor without a pupil, 
alone in a big gloomy house. I mentioned the 
subject to Morris without intending to consult 
him. Heknew, of course, nothing about it 
and left it all to myself. And I, having de- 
frayed, hitherto, traveling and other expenses 
out of my own pocket, not feeling like 
running up a heavy i “hotel i bin, 
and the Governor having failed 
to deposit with Morris the necessary funds or a 
letter of eredit, decided to hold the fort till 
Mrs. Sprague should arrive. I telegraphed at 
onceto Washington what had happened, and 
received areply expressive of Mrs. Sprague’s 
utter astonishment at the Governor’s want of 
taith. Letters wereto follow. Waiting for let- 
ters and instructions I continued to reside at 
Canonchet, feeling extremely lonesome and 
unhappy. In the evening on the 7th of July 
Mrs. Mulligan, an assistant cook during the 
housekeeper’s illness, came to my door, in: 
forming me the Governor was below and it was 
all right. 

He had desired me to go to a hotel simply to 
give Mrs. McCue no extratrouble during hav- 
ingtime. This was reassuring! The Gover- 
nor, nowever, did pot send for nor come to me 
and 1 did not go after him, be 
Mrs. Sprague’s advices. it was not until the 
9th of July that two letters were received by 
me, dated Washington the 4th and 7th of Ju- 
ly, that had inexplicably been detained at the 
Narragansett Pier post-office. The first ex- 
presses Mrs. S.’s astonishment at what had oc- 
curred, the Governor’s last words to her hav- 
ing been to the énect that he would not inter- 
tere with her arrangements, and urging her 
coming to Narragansett. It concludes thus: 
„1 sincerely trust there 18 be 
no serious disappointment or annoyance.’’ 

It was on the evening ot the 9th ot July when 
I bad received those letters, that returntug 
home from the pier I saw tue Governor walking 
in front oftbe house. He saw me coming and 
I directed my course so as to meet him, fancy- 
ing there was my chance tor having a few qaiet 
words ot explanation with him and come to an 
understanding. This was a sad mistake. Instead 
of returning my salute he turned to mo savagely 
with ‘‘Why did you not obey my orders to 
leave this house? What business have you 
here at all?“ To this pleasant address I repſieu 
coolly: ‘‘lam here by Mrs. Sprague’s orders 
and have nobody else’s orders to ovey. If my 
being here is a stumbling biock in your way 
you should settle it with Mrs. Sprague. I have 
awaited ber directions, and, ex ing her 
here from day to day, I did not think it neces- 
sary to move. me, however, a convey- 
n ‘willing. $0. clear "out mo-

ment, as it is undesirable to live under the 
i his senses.’’ ‘*D—— you a 
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to next morning, 
and bid adieu to Canonchet}probably forever 
as I then thought. The two following days i 
spent wretchedly at an hotei, and feeling sick 
and longing for a few days of comfort, I re- 
turned New York on the 12th of Jaly, in- 
torming Mrs. S. of my whereabouts. I wovld 
fain have broken off the entire engagement, 
but some professional quarters being broken 
off, other pupils dismissed, ther chances 
of employment gone, I was bound to bold on 
till some satisfactory arrangement could be 
made. Mrs. S. arrived trom Washington with 
the rest of the family on the 14th July, and I 
was desired to join her on the 15th at the West- 
minster Hotel. Pending the conclusion of ar- 
rangements we were to stop a few days at Ston- 
ington, so as to near to N 
cordingly Mrs. 8. and family 
15th July per rail. I followed later by steamer, 
the family on the 16th atthe Wadawa- 
ouse. That day Mrs. S. went to Provi- 
dence to hasten personally some satisfactory 
arrangement and to find her son Willie. He 
met his mother at the Narragansett Hotel, 
did not return with her to stonington. On the 
19th of July Mrs. S. again set out for Provi- 
dence, while laccompanied the children and 
their governess to atch Hill, where it 
was proposed that the Sunday should be spent 
uietly. We took lodgings at the Ocean House. 
rs. 8. returned in the afternoon, bringing 
Willie with her. After our Sunday dinner 
Gov. S. unexpectedly arrived. Mrs. 8., having 
left the dining room first, returned, begging 
me to keep outof his way for a while, us he 
seemed to labor under the effects of drink. I 
found the demand natural, and did keep out of 
the way, visiting first the beach and then the 
afternoon service in the Watch Hill Chapel. At 
last, my patience giving out, I ventured back 
to the hotel in order to gatn my room. Seeing 
the children at play and the governess on 
the piazza, Istepped up to her to exchange a 
few words. ‘‘Have you seen the Governor, 
Mr. Linck?’’ was the question she addressed to 
me, not knowing of any trouble. At this mo- 
ment, looking around the corner, I perceived 
the Governor on achair on the north piazza, in 
a drooping position, watching the chileren at 
lav. He bad not then seen me, but must 
lave heard mv name called. Iustantly l-turned 
to the right-about, to avoid a scandal in the 
presence of many church people. I stepped 
firinly but quickly across the Jawn, on the 
piank road, between the chapel and the hotel. 
Immediately 1 heard footsteps behind, follow- 
ing quickly in my wake. I crossed the road and 
turned down a footpath leading to a shanty 
near the Larkin House. I knew the Governor 
was near behind, but awaited his coming up 
tome. At lust he hallooed. I halted, turned, 
advanced three steps and taced him. He raised 
his cane as if going to strike, but he did not, 
so I listened culmiy to whut he had te say: 
Nov, youd D „it I find you again, 
neur my children, or place, I will surely kill 
you, that I will, and take mv word for it.“ 
Feeling convinced that a man in his richt 
senses could not commit such a brutal and 
totally unprovoked sessault, I kept cool and 
tried to convince him that under the cireum- 
stances it was not a desirable privilege 
to be near his children. if he was 
near too, and that I would willingly keep away 
it he would but attend tothe matter being set- 
tled in a business-like manner. He withdrew 
then, repeating that he cared for notbing, but 
would certainiy kill me. I called after him he 
should find me ready. This was a boast, for 1 
wus not ready tor bim, as it will subsequently 
appear. I took up my quarters at the Plimpton 
House to avoid another eneounter, and infofm- 
ed Mrs. S. by letter of what had passed. Luter 
in the evening she seut for me, the 
Governor having left without, Willie, who 
had refused to follow him.

So it 
bappened that Mrs. S. and children went to 
Cononchet on the 21st of July while 
1 stopped at Wakefield, tuking 
lodgings at the Lakeside ilouse 
with Mr. G. Armstrong. There I have resided 
ever since in dreary solitude, but happy and 
comfortable witnhal, having at least «a peaceful 
home and kind, good people about me. From 
day to day, trom week to week, I have been 
looking forward to some sort of arrangement, 
Unt in vain, despite Mrs. Sprague’s often ex 
pressed hopesthat all would soon be well.

S. sent for me to conter with her on this busi- 
ress. On the assurance the Governor was ab- 
sent I consented, though most reluctantly. 
Our interview was but of a few minutes duru- 
tion and without any apparent result On the 
occasion of the second interview I only entered 
the house to have 8 cup of tea with the children, 
Mrs. S. being engaged with other visitors on 
business with reference to a final settlement of 
our difficulties. Again Mrs. S. sent her coach- 
mar, Perry, on Friday, to bring me to the 
house, believing a mode of settling my matter 
haa been reached.
